Crows Nest Forest 
Closed To Public 

Hon. Dr. J. Donovan Ross, Al¬ 
berta Minister of the Department 
of Lands and Forests, announced 
today that the Crows Nest For¬ 
est and that part of the Bow River 
Forest south of Highway No. 1 ;s 
closed to all public travel. Due to 
the extreme danger of forest tire 
the closure became effective at 9 
a.m. August 26th. 

The closure will prevent access 
for the purpose of hunting in Wild¬ 
life Management Units S408, S406, 
S404, S402, S400 and those por¬ 
tions of F304, F306 and F308 with¬ 
in the forest reserve. 

A public closure is also in ef¬ 
fect in the Cypress Hills Provin¬ 
cial Park except for the townsite 
of Elkwater. 

The forestry staff in the south¬ 
west has been reinforced by For¬ 
est and Fish and Wildlife offi¬ 
cers from other parts of the prov¬ 
ince. 

In addition to local fire suppres¬ 
sion crews fifty professional nat¬ 
ive firefighters were sent south to¬ 
day to be ready for immediate 
fire action. 

New lightning fires occurred yes¬ 
terday throughout the northern 
areas of Alberta. At present there 
are 40 fires burning and all are in 
the northern part of the province. 
There are 26 under control, one un¬ 
der partial control and 13 out of 
control. The fires out of control 
are small and containment is ex¬ 
pected at an early date. 

The area of greatest concern is 
the southwest part of the province 
where the extreme fire danger and 
windy conditions will make any 
fire that occurs very difficult to 
control.

Phillips Cables 
Employees 
Vote Strike 

Frank Houda, president of Cana¬ 
dian Electrical Workers Union, 
Local 2, has announced that em¬ 
ployees of Phillips Cables (West¬ 
ern) ltd., Coleman, Alberta, voted 
Monday to reject a concilliation 
board award which recommended 
an across toe board hourly in¬ 
crease of 45 cents. The increase to 
be in three stages, 15 cents retro¬ 
active to February 1969, 15 cents 
in October 1969 and 15 cents in 
June 1970. The ageement to expire 
February 17, 1971. 

There are over 100 employees 
affected. Ninety-three per cent of 
toe employees voted to reject toe 
wage increase. 

Employees are members of toe 
Canadian Electircal Workers Un¬ 
ion, Local 2, Blairmore. It is toe 
first contract for toe C.E.W.U. in 
Alberta. A 

Negotiations were started March 
1969. All stages of negotiations 
have been completed. The union has 
applied for a strike vote which 
should be conducted within two 
weeks. At that time toe employees 
can strike. 

Wages at the plant now range 
from $1.40 per hour to a Trade 
Rate of $2.82 per hour. The Union 
recommended rejection of the con¬ 
cilliation report and considers the 
report unrealistic, and on toe ques¬ 


to work in waist-deep mud, and at 
one river crossing only the cable 
plow operator’s head was visible 
as his equipment was towed on 
through the swirling water.

William Ede, superintendent of 
schools, for toe Division, staled 
toe building will be completed by 
the end of March, 1970, and will 
be put into use in September of 
toe same year when a semester 
system will be put into practice. 

Fire Restrictions 
Are In Effect 

Dr. J. Donovan Ross, Alberta 
Minister of toe Department of 
Lands and Forests, announced to¬ 
day that fire restrictions are in ef¬ 
fect in the forest protection areas 
of toe Bow River and Crows Nest 
Forests. 

Effective immedately, open camp 
fires will be allowed only in estab¬ 
lished recreation areas and camp 
grounds in the two southeastern 
forests. 

This restriction has been made 
necessary because of an extreme 
fire danger in that portion of toe 
province. 

Two fire bomber groups have 
been relocated at airstrips at 
Rocky Mountain House and at Cow¬ 
ley in the Crows Nest Forest, as 
a precaution against possible fire 
outbreaks. 

One of the bomber groups was 
moved from Lesser Slave Lake, 
where it recently assisted in sav¬ 
ing the settlement of Atikaneg, 
from a fire burning out of con¬ 
trol. 

At 10:00 a.m., August 13th, the 
fire danger rating in toe province 
was as follows: 

High to extreme in the north¬ 
east and south-west — high in the 
central area, and low to moderate 
in all other regions. 

A total of 19 fires are currently 
burning in the province, all under 
control.

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Pensions, Benefits 
Up Again In 1970 

OTTAWA — Increases in the Old 
Age Security Pension and the 
Guaranteed Income Supplement in 
1970 were announced today by the 
Health and Welfare Minister John 
Munro. 

Mr. Munro and Revenue Minis¬ 
ter J - P Cote also jointly an¬ 
nounced similar increases in Can¬ 
ada Pension Plan retirement pen¬ 
sions. survivors’ benefits and con¬ 
tributions effective next year. 

Cheques issued in January will 
reflect these increases. 

This action will follow a two 
per cent increase in the Pension 
Index, 'the maximum allowed by 
legislation, from 113.7 for 1969 to 
116.0 for 1970. The Pension Index 
reflects increases in the Consumer 
Price Index, which, beginning in 
January, 1969, was converted to a 
1961 time base from the previous 
1949 time base. 

The maximum monthly amount 
of the combined Old Age Secur¬ 
ity pension and Guaranteed In¬ 
come Supplement in 1970 will be 
$111.41, up from $109.20. The OAS 
pension will rise from $78 to $79.59 
monthly. More than 1,600,000 Ca¬ 
nadians will benefit including those 
whose pensions will begin in Jan¬ 
uary when the eligible age will 
drop to 65 years. In addition, 780,- 
000 Old Age Security pensioners 
will benefit from an increase in the 
Guaranteed Income Supplement. 

The maximum monthly GIS pay¬ 
ment will rise from $31.20 to the 
1970 rate of $31.83. 

Mr. Cote said maximum annual 
pensionable earnings under the 
Canada Pension Plan will reach 
$5300 in 1970, up from the 1969 
figure of $5200. He also pointed out 
maximum yearly contributions by 
employers and employees will rise 
to a new figure of $84.60 each. The 
1969 rate was $82.80. For self-em¬ 
ployed persons, the new maximum 
will be $169.20. It was $165.60 this 
year. 

Mr. Munro said all retirement 
pensions under the Canada Pen¬ 
sion Plan in payment in Decem¬ 
ber, 1969, will be increased by 
two per cent in 1970. With the in¬ 
crease in the year’s maximum pen¬ 
sionable earnings, retirement pen¬ 
sions which become payable for 
the first time in 1970 will be slight¬ 
ly higher than those in 1969. On 
the basis of the new ceiling of $5300 
'the maximum rate of full retire¬ 
ment pensions, first payable in 1976 
will rise to $110.42 monthly from 
the present $108.33. 

In January, 1970, survivors’ ben¬ 
efits in payment in December, 
1969, will increase by two per 
cent. Orphan’s benefits and the 
flat-rate components of pensions to 
widows and disabled widowers will 
increase from $26.01 to $26.53 a 
month. By the end of 1969, Mr. 
Munro estimated, more than 140,- 
000 Canadians would be receiving 
monthly retirement pensions and 
survivors’ benefits under the Can¬ 
ada Pension Plan. 

The maximum death benefit 
payable under the Plan, for deaths 
in 1970, will be $530. 

Information regarding benefits 
and contributions in the province 
of Quebec will be announced to¬ 
day by the Quebec Pension Plan 
and the provincial revenue depart¬ 
ment.

The Alberta Fish and Game As¬ 
sociation’s “I Hunt Like a Gentle¬ 
man - Do You?” campaign is 
multi-purpose.

Hunting is a wholesome 
outdoor recreation and the re¬ 
ward of getting the game is not 
the only motive. The sport of 
hunting is not driving around 
in a car, shooting out of the 
window and being a vandal. It 
only takes a few vandals to 
spoil the sport of hunting for 
those who do obey. But Fair 
Chase.

What About Beef Prices? 

There is no denying that the 
cost of beef has risen, particu¬ 
larly in the last few months. But 
let us not forget that beef prices 
have NOT kept pace with the cost 
of producing it nor with the gen¬ 
eral cost of living. Most wage- 
earners insist that their wages 
must increase every year but they 
seem to feel that food prices 
should not follow the same pat¬ 
tern or at least not to the same 
extent. 

Taking 1940 as index 100, the jp- 
dex of live cattle prices in mid- 
1968 stood at 138. At the same time 
the index of fanners’ and ranch¬ 
ers’ costs of production had climb¬ 
ed to 172.2. 

Over this 20 year period only 
twice has the cattle dollar been 
worth more than 100 per cent—that 
is 100 per cent more than the act¬ 
ual consumer dollar. One year the 
cattle dollar was less than 70 per 
cent. The average over this 20- 
year period has been 80 per rent 
where it presently stands. 

It would be interesting to know 
the reaction of the wage-earner if 
he had to accept an average ndt 
income of 80 per cent of what he 
received back in 1949. This has not 
happened because the index of sal¬ 
aries is up to 237. Allowing for 
the increase in the cost of living, 
the index for NET incomes is 153, 
a 53 per cent increase siiute 1949. 

The result then is that the wage- 
earner is in a 53 per cent better 
position since 1949 while the cat¬ 
tle producer is in a 20 per cent 
worse position! It should be re¬ 
membered that the producer also 
suffers from the increases in the 
cost of living which have not been 
taken into consideration here. 

Putting it another way, one horn- 
wages today will buy twice as 
much sirloin as that same hour 
would buy back in 1949. 

So, what about the price of beef!

No Hunting Season 
For Antelope 

The Minister of Lands and For¬ 
ests for the Province of Alberta, 
the Hon. Dr. J. Donovan Ross, 
announces that as a result of a 
much reduced antelope population 
in Al be r t a , there would be no hunt¬ 
ing season for antelope in 1969. 

Recent surveys conducted by the 
Fish and Wildlife Division staff 
indicate a current population of 
some 4609 animals, a reduction 
of about 60 per cent from me 
year ago when the population was 
estimated at 9960 head. 

The severe winter weather of 
the past winter is held primarily 
responsible for the decline both 
through the starvation loss of aduk 
animals and the poor production 
of fawns this spring. The hunting 
season of 1968 resulted in a ten 
Per cent harvest of the total herd 
while natural mortality accounted 
for a further 50 per cent. 

Adverse winter conditions have 


caused a continual decline from 
the 1964 population of 18,000 to 
20,000 animals. 

A season was originally declared 
for late October but will now be 
cancelled. A very restrictive sea¬ 
son on male antelope only was 
considered but in light of the fact 
that antelope are at only 20 per 
cent of their desired level A sea¬ 
son of any nature is not consid¬ 
ered to be in the over-all public 
interest. 

Dr. Ross stated that those part¬ 
ies who have already applied for 
special licences will have their ap¬ 
plications and licence fees return¬ 
ed to them.
